From the report presented by the 
Grand Secretary it appears the organiza- 
tion was in a most flourishing condition, 
there being 100 Subordinate associations 
connected with it, and others forming in 
different parts of the Province. A tele- 
gram was received from the Cordage Co. 
of Winnipeg, asking the convention to 
secure representative to andress them 
on the binding twine question, and thie 
was aceded to. Mr. Nicholl attended as 
representing several Patrons of Industry 
Lodges formed in the N. W. Territories, 
which were granted aftiliaticn by the con- 
vention. TheGrand President delivered 
an able address in which he reviewed 
vital questions affecting the farming  in- 
terest in Manitoba. He pointed out how 
in the matter of machinery, implements 
and binding twine coming from the States 
the unequal and heavy duties levied were 
almost pruhibitory; advocated farmers 
possessing their own grain mil's as well 
as elevators, and uryed that the Govern- 
ment should do something in the way of 
establishing banks where farmers could 
secure loans at a reasonable rate of int- 
erest. He also shoved it would be great- 
ly to the advantage of farmers who ship- 
ped grain by the car to Port Arthur that 
bey should have their own t stateon- 
ed there to look after it. At the even- 
ing session a scheme was laid before the 
delegates for the establishment of a journ- 
al published directly in the interest of 
the Patrons of Industry. As this was 
based upun an increase of the member- 
ship dues, it gave rise to considerable dis- 
cussion and was ultimately referred to 
committee. 

At Wednesday's session, amongst other 
business transacted by the convention, 
the executive was empowered to press 
upon the attention of the Government

matter before their respective associations 
asking them to co-operate by subscribing 
personally to the stock of the Company, 
the object of the provise being to see 
whether sutticient shares were likely when 
taken as would give farmers a controlling 
influence in the concern. 

Steps were taken forthe establishment 
of an official journal by the Association. 
A resolution in favor of a law prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors was passed; but ong requesting 
the Provincial Government to aid settlers 
in securing a water supply in localitics 
where it was deficient, negatived. The 
city of Brandon was again selected for the 
annual meeting next year. 


The Farmers’. ‘Tastitae. 


The regular meeting of the Institute 
was held last Saturday afternoon. Mr. 
Nichol, in the absence of President S. A. 
Bedford, took the chair. 

After the mecting was opened iu due 
form the secretary read, the minutes of 
last meeting, which was justly approved 
of. 

A communication was read from J. W. 
Bartlett, re date for holding an Institute 
meeting in the city say some time in June 
next. 

Also from Department of Agriculture 
re interchange of seed. 

Moved by seeretary Leech seconded by 
Mr. ‘Vilson that the date for holding said 
neeting be held in Brandon the time of 
the Annual Summer fair. — Carried. 

Mr. Richard Waugh, of Winnipeg, 
then read his paper on ‘Cultivating with 
a view to early ripening of wheat and pre- 
venting the effects of Frost”, which was 
very interesting. 

e claimed that by more practical ex- 
periments in tilling the ground, namely, 
to get the gruund consolidated and use 
more stable manure. He gave good iilus- 
trations where uld and experienced farm- 
ers had tried it with the most satisfactory 
results. 

He said that to obtain good results 
from wheat, the ground should be plowed 
and harrowed in the fall and another im- 
portant feature was to sow gvod. well 
natured wheat. 

Many other experienced farmers spoke 
in harmony with Mr. Waugh's ideas as 
regards having the ground well consoli- 
dated before applying the seed. 

Mr. Wilson, an experienced farmer of 
the west, then read his paper, which was 
listened to with eager attentiun, and 
many corroborated their methods of pre- 

riny soil With a wiew to early ripening. 
He sstd the trouble here was, that it was 
too easy to grow wheat, therefore farmers 
neglected t> vive the ground proper treat- 
ment. 

Mr. Reid then gave his experience in 
wheat growing and his modes in prepar- 
ing the soil. He made many valuable 
stzgestions as how tu make mized farm- 
ing pay. He also advised more strongly 
the necessity of getting good matured 
grain, and with this, together with akil- 
ful farming wheat growing could be made 
& success. 

Mr. J. KE. Smith apoke along the same 
line, and thought that by plowing, using 
cut-a-way harrows well, soasto get the 
ground firm and compact, it would help 


the ge to ripen earlier.
